Fish Calture in America, 

‘We printed in Sunday’s Constitution 
an interesting and comprehensive inter- 
view with Professor Baird, fish commis- 
sioner of the United States. We have 
never presented a more important paper 
to our readers and are glad to see that 
Mr. Grady will follow this general letter 
with onespecially devoted to carp-cul- 
ture, in which our people have an espe- 
cial interest. 

Asthis country is rapidly filling with 
people, and the vast grazing fields for 
cattle are being encroached upon, the 
question ofacheapand abundant food 
supply, becomes of first consideration. 
Especially important is it when we 
reflect that year after year America is 
drawn on more heavily for meat and 
grain with which to supply the ter ming 
thousands of the old world. There is no 
animal food so delicious or so healthy 
as fish; none that can be raised so 
cheaply or certainly; none so well adapt- 
ea to all the demands of the market. 

The story of the work of the fish com- 
missioner reads like a romance, and yet, 
as Mr. Grady writes us, the half has not 
peen told. It isdoubtful if the govern- 
ment spends anywhere fifty times the 
amount of money, that does so much 
good as that put at the disposal of Profes- 
sor Baird. It is certain that there is no 
man in the country from the president 
down who is doing so benificent a work 
as the genial and devoted scientist who 
is at the head of this department. Cuare- 
fully, prudently and wisely has he moved 
ahead—making not a mistake—pressing 
invention to keep pace with the de- 
mands of the department, uati! at last is 
organized the finest department for the 
culture of fish in the world, and the de- 
crease in fish stopped anda plentiful sup- 
ply forthe future assured. It must be 
remembered that every fish hatched by 
artificial means is a fish saved. When, 
therefore, Professor Baird talks of having 
batched and turned into the rivers of the 


country fifty millions of shad last season, , 


it means that just that many fish more 
than the entire quantity caught and 
sold, were saved. If the state of Georgia

and “silos” which are the accompanying 
evila of the trans'ation of Mr. Goffart’s 
book on the “Ensilage of Maize.” The 
ready employment of these terms is due 
less to a povesiy of language than to the 
accommodating spirit of the translator. 
He found them in the French book and 
be has dumped them into his own tongue 
without making any eilort to find apt 
equivalente—though there is no reason at 
ali why cattle food preserved in a pit 
should be called ensilage, or that 
the pit itseif should be known as a silo. 
Tne receptive tact of the American mind 
will be «qual to the emergency, however, 
and if the new system is adopted to our 
needs, ensilage and silo wi.l carry their 
explanation. 

According to all accounts, the system 
isa very simple one. The cornu that is 
intended to be preserved for forage is 
plantee in drills, and is cut while ina 
green state. Itis then passed through 
feed cutters and chopped as fine as cir. 
cumstances will permit. it is then 
emptied into an air-tight pit or silo and 
packed as firmly as possible. When the 
silo is full, a layer of clean straw is placed 
over the top, and thisis covered with 
earth in order to exclude the air. 
Everything depends upon the exclusion 
of the air, otherwise decay wil! set in. 
This exclusion of the air, however, does 
not prevent fermentation. This process 
yoes on to the point of alcoholic fermen- 
tation, and it is there arrested by the 
lack of air. This ‘arrest of fermentation 
and the supposed necessary preservation 
of most of the nutritive qualities of the 
forage. in its green state make up the 
principle of the system. 

If the silo—or pit—be 
upon the plan deseribed in the various 


articles upon the subject that have come 
Ww our notice, it wili necessarily be a 


somewhat expensive affair, depending in 
that respect, however, as do most things, 
upon the tact and management of those 
who have itin hand. As we understand 
it, the silo is not only to be so constructed 
as to exclude the air, but the moisture of 
the earth. Once prepared, the pit will 
last for years, and there seems to be no 
doubt that forage thus preserved re- 
tains an astonishing amount of the nutri- 
ment found in it in whatis known as the 
milk state. Itis not alone green corn 
forage thxt is preserved by this process, 
but clover and the grasses. 

. The question for the farmers of Geor- 
this 
new system is notonly its cost, but its 
necessity. There is no doubt as to its 
economy in acountry like France, and 
on large dairy farms; but would it be 
profitable in the south? Oneof the strong- 
est points of ouragricuitural literature 
is the eagerness with which it endeavors 
toengraft new suggestions and the re-

sults of experiments.upon our system 
This is also, in some respects, its weakest 
point, for this attempt to engraft and 
adapt sometimes proceeds without due 
consideration of all the essentials. In 
agriculture what is economical and de- 
sirable in one climate (or under one 
condition.or system) is not economical or 
desirable in another; and we must not 
take it for granted that because the 
system of ensilage is profitable’ in 
France, and onthe dairy farms of the 
north, therefore it would be success 
ful and profitable at the south. Recur- 
ring to afamiiiar instance in pcant, THE 
Constitution and every other Newspaper 
in Georgia, has for years been imploring 
our farmers to raise their own supplies. 
We are free to confess that this off-hand 
advice was worthless. The most progrés- 
sive farmers of Georgia, by pursuing a 
system of high fertilization, deep prepar- 
ation and shallow cultivation, bave de- 
monstrated that it is cheaper to buy 
corn in the west than to grow it on our 
uplands; and this demonstration means 
a great deal more than we can explain 
in the space at our-command. 

With respect to the silo, the question 
is would it be profitable for the farmers 
of Georgiato invest in it, when, ata 
low estimate they allow every year a 
million tons of forage to go to waste 
in their fields because they do not 
care to save it? Inthe neighborhood 
of large towns, where 
or on dairy farms where the best quality 
of cattle-food is a necessity the whole 
year round, the silo would be a profitable 
investment, but upon the cotton farms 
and in the agricultural districts, it will 
be time enough to construct silos and 
convert green forage into ensilage when 
our planters have learned to store up the 
hay and grasses which the lavish hand of 
nature sows in their fields when the crops 
have matured.

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In 1870 the number of spindles was re- 
ported under two heads, and we have 
only time this morning to give the fig- 
ures for three southern and three north- 
ern states. Georgia’s percentage of gain 
in spind! +s during the past ten years was 
135, against 70 in Massachusetts. North 
Carolina makes even a better showing 
when compared with Rhode Island, and 
so does South Carolina in comparison 
with New Hampshire. The returns 
gathered by Mr. Atkinson shows that the 
south is st-adily gaining on the north, 
and that cotton can be manufactured 
outside of New England. 

In 1870 the mills of Georgia consumed 
10,921,176 pounds of cotton, or 24,269 
bales; last year they consumed 67,874 
bales. Ten years ago 2,846 hands were 
employed in the cotton mills of the 
state; now the number employed is 
6,678. While the number of spindles in 
the country has been increased only 40 
per cent. Georgia bas 155 _ per 
cent more than she had ten years ago. 
There is nothing in these facts to 
discourage the southern.§ spinners 
or the southern theorists. On the con- 
trary, a fall comparison—which we have 
not time to-day to make—would clearly 
show that the movement of the mills to 
the cotton, in spite of want of capital, 
skill and experience in the south, is going

portions are as follows: 
Opinions have differed widely as to the 
fiual result, the general estimates varyine 
as much ase half million of bales. Wish 
a view togetting at the real facts in refer 
ence to the crop, we sent out carefully 
worded inquiries to reliable correspondent: 
in every part of the cotton belt, and have 
this week received their reporgs, em bracing 
the larger portion of each of the cotton 
growing states. We have alco received 
telegraphic advices from well-informed 
persons in various sections, supplementing 
the mail reports referred to. Our inves 
tigations lead to the fullowing conclusions: 
The acreage has beeo inaterially increased 
since last season in nearly every part of the 
cotton section. We believe it has been gen- 
erally underestimated, and are inclined to 
think it was 15,000,000 acres last season; 
and the increase this season has beea proba 
bly 10 per cent, making the acreage of the 
present crop about 16,500,000 acres, which 
is 3,000,000 acres more than the estimate ef 
the United States agricultaral bureau © 
The weather and crop conditions were 
generally favorable throughout the cotton 
belt up to about November, the indications 
at that time pointing to a very large yield 
Since November Ist the weather bas been 
extremely unfavorable. In the Atlantic 
states, however, the crop was early, and 
picking had made such progress that the 
‘oss by bad weather was not material. Ki 
ling frosts appeared ear y in November, 
putting a stop to all growth, and cutting 
short the late or “top crop,’’ which wheo 
frost is deferred till jate, adds materially tu 
the crop. Itis believed tha* the top crop 
of last season, resulting from the unusua! 
mild fa!l and late frost, increased the yield 
at least 300,000 bales. case 
In Texas, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisi 
ana,Arkansas and Tennessee, incessant rain, 
together with snow, sleet and very coid 
weather, have seriously retarded picking, 
and caused much injury and loss to cotton 
in the fields. On the low grounds some cot- 
ton has been submerged and entirely lost 
Cbhroughout all this section considerabie of 
the crop is still unpicked, The larger p r 
tion will probably be saved, but much of it 
will be inferior in quality, owing to the 
damege by the weather and the carelesaness 
with which it will be handled in the harry 
to prepare it for market, caused by the near 
the time for commencing work 
ur the new crop.

New Orleans and Mobile from the rivers 
tributary to those parts, by reason of higher 
stage of water and consequent earlier 
navigation (estimated up to January 1 at 
between $5,000 and 100 000 bales) is probabiy 
fully offset by the lerger quantity of cotton 
kept back this season on account of the bad 
conditien of the country roads and the 
inclemency of the weather. There is a 
smal! diminution, about 26,000 bales, in the 
stock held at interior towns on December 
Sist and the extent of receipts of these 
towns to that date (about 32,000 bales) 
compared with last year. 

These differences are too small to influ 

ence our general estimate of the crop, and 
are readily accounted for by the greater 
difficulty of hauling cotton this seaso~ -for 
the reasons already given.

The above statement shows, as compared 
with the first four months of jast season. an 
increase in receipts at guif ports of 47 367 
bales; an increase at south Atlantic ports 
of 341.585 bales; a decrease at north Acian- 
tic ports of 76 935 bales; an increase at all 
ports of 312,017 bales; a decrease in the 
overland shipments of 56.105 bales: a net 
increase of cotton in sight of 255.912 bales 
The crop of 1879-80 was 5,761,252 bales, and 
should none of the above increases of 255,- 
012 nales be lost, the present crop would be 
6,017,164 bales, an increase of 80,000 bales 
over our estimate. 
Notwithstanding the immense receipts at 
the ports this season—312,000 bales in ex 
cess of last year—(which were the largest 
recerded up io that time) they must have 
been greatly diminished by the bad condi- 
tion of the roads, From the Ist to the 
i4th of January, inclusive, the port re 
ceipts had fallen off about thirty-four 
thousand bales compared with the same 
time last year. Taking into account the 
good state of the country roads then, and 
their wretched condition now, and the re- 
cent severe weather, it is surprising that the 
falling off in receipts has 1 0t been much 
greater, with so much cotton still in the 
field. 

The final outturn of the crop must depend 
very much upon the weathe: hereafter. It 
is not in the nature of things that 1t should 
aiways be bad. The present good prices 
wil) stimulate planters to pick all the cotton 
that can be gathered.
